That we have not, be kind enough to assure us by early response, 
addressed as below; and permit us to expect that you will give to the 
Executive officers the advantage of affirmative codperation and free 
suggestion as opportunity may permit.

ARTICLE IL This organization shall be known as “ THE AMERICAN FREEDMEN’S 
ALD COMMISSION,”’ 

Arr, 2, [ts object shall be to promote the education and elevation of the Freed- 
men, and to co-operate to this end with the Bureau of Refugees, Freedmen and 
Abandoned Lands, 

Art. 5. The Comiunission shall consist of gentlemen hereinafter named, thei 
associates and successors, ant shall have power to appoint and remove, at dis- 
cretion, its own officers; shall fill its own vaeancies, not permitting its number 
to diminish; shall elect associates at diseretion: shall audit the accounts of its 
officers, make necessary regulations, and be responsible for the efficiency and 
fidelity of its Agents. 

Arr. 4. The officers of the Coniunission shall be a President, one or more Vice- 
Presidents, a General Secretary, an Associate Secretary, and a Treasurer, 

Art. 5. The Board of Managers shall consist of the officers of the Commission 
and the Corresponding Secretaries of the departments; and shall finally decide, 
subject to the revision of the Commission, all questions relating to the general 
policy and action of the Commission,

Tue President of the United States has set apart Thursday, the 7th day of 
December next, to be observed in all places of religious worship as a day of 
NATIONAL THANKSGIVING for the great mercies of God to our nation during the 
year now closing. 

It is customary upon days of Thanksgiving to remember those who have 
received fewer of the common comforts of life, and to manifest our gratitude for 
the larger favors vouchsafed us, by generous gifts for the more needy. 

It is therefore suggested for the consideration of pastors and churches who 
may not have provided already a better destination for this collection, that 
Tue Natton’s Warps are as yet the Nation’s Poorsst Poor. 

For two hundred years systematically despoiled by State enactment and 
national consent, they have been tossed for the last four years upon the wildest 
waves of the fiery sea of war, until their very rags were torn away ; and now ia 
weary millions, they creep along the shore of Peace, and sec, far inland, waiting 
cottages and fields. 

But the winter makes haste, and will bury thousands by the way, unless 
Good Samaritan hands shall cover their nakedness, and give them shelter from 


the stoem. 


After the wiuter, they will find the fields and till them, and the cottages and 
dwell in them. 

But ih@wiaier intervenes 

The offifers of the Burean declare that Girly thousand will perish in Georgia 
alone ; and forty thousand more in Alabama. 

In Texas, in Loui-iana, in Mississippi, in Tennessee. ia South Carolina, in 
every Southern State there are many who need. 

It is not true that the able-bodied have not labored industriously and lived 
prudently hitherto, as they have had opportunity. It is susceptible of proof 
that no class of people in the United States have struggicd with adver-ily more 
manfully or successfully. the circumstances being considered. 

But the desolations of war, the uiter confusion of all social and industrial 
conditions, the abject poverty in which the retura of peace found white and 
black alike, the extraordinary blight upon the very imperfect crops of this year, 
in most of the Southern States, have together, not stranzely, proven too much 
for the best endeavors of many. Thousands have succeeded—hundreds of 
thousands—despite all these difficulties, in providing for the winter, and ask no 
charity. 

Other hundreds of thousands will by steady industry, although unable to 
provide in advance, keep the wolf at bay, until the spring drives him back ; 
and these ask no charity. 

But there remain the equally industrious but less fortunate, who cin find 
neither work nor wages until the planting season returas; besides the infirm 
and the thousands upon thousands of orphans, whose mothers can not be found, 
and whose fathers gave up their lives that we might celebrate this peace. 

The President of the United States assures us that, so plainly is the relief ot 
these, the Nation’s Poor, the national duty, that he shall canse rations of food 
to be purchased and distributed gratuitously, at the expense of the National 
Treasury. 

For immediate relief, for the purchase of blaukets and personal clothing, for 
the erection of temporary shelters, for the op2niag and muiateaanze of an hua- 
dred additional orphan asylums—not less than a million of dollars is needed.

In pursuance of the original design in the establishment of this office, 
notice is given that it is an office of general correspondence, at which may 
be accumulated, for the advantage of all correspondents, accurate and com- 
prehensive information in regard to the history, present condition, and prob- 
able future of the Freedmen’s aid movement, as a whole, and in its parts. 

Correspondence is, therefore, invited from all sources of information, 
whether within or without the limits of the Commission ; and all informatioff, 
gleaned from whatever source, will be at the command of those who contrib- 
ute to the common stock, subject only to modifications of obvious propriety. 

This invitation is directed especially to, 

[. All officers of the Commission, and of its branches and auxiliaries. 

II. All field agents, superintendents, teachers and other employees of the 
Commission, southward. 

III. All assistant commissioners, officers, and agents of the Bureau of 
Freedmen’s Affairs. 

IV. All executive officers, agents, superintendents, teachers, and other 
employees of benevolent associations operating in aid of the Freedmen 
without formal connection with the Commission. 

V. Independent laborers among the freed people. 

VI. Friends of the Commission and of its beneficiaries, northward, and 
especially southward, whose observations and suggestions may be of value 
to executive officers. 

The information, to be most valuable, should be concisely stated, and 
should be given with the most conscientious regard for precise accuracy. 
The repetition of error will hardly serve the purposes of truth. If the 
precise facts are not known, the conjecture should be given as conjecture 
only. 
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The data especially desired may be classified under such general titles as 
follows : 

I. From executive officers we should be glad to learn, 

1. The history in brief of the organization for which they act; enclosing 
the date of its formation, its precise purpose, its general and particular policy, 
its constituency, its field of operations, its collections and disbursements in 
the aggregate, and the like. 

2. More definitely, its operations in detail during the year ending August 
1865: as (a) collections; (b) disbursements; (c) collecting agencies, and 
their cost ; (d) teachers, superintendents, and other employees ; their aggre- 
gate number, and relative distribution, geographical and other, extending 
to complete lists if practicable; (c) concise statements of the relief work 
prosecuted, with statistics of orphan asylums, industrial schools, and special 
agencies. 

IT. From field agents, «istrict superintendents, and teachers, duplicates of 
their monthly reports to the offices commissioning them, severally, or as 
nearly an equivalent as may be. 

III. From assistant commissioners, and agents of the Bureau, monthly 
duplicates of reports rendered by their subordinates, so far as the 
same may be of general interest, and properly communicable; or, better, 
consolidations of these, tabulated for convenience of reference, with explan- 
itory notes when necessary.

Art. 3. The Commission shall consist of the persons hereinafter named, 
their associates and successors ; and shall have power to appoint and remove 
at discretion its own officers; shall elect associates at discretion ; shall audit 
the accounts of its officers; make necessary regulations, and be responsible 
for the efficiency and fidelity of its agents; shall not permit its number to 
diminish, but shall fill its own vacancies from two or more persons named 


by the department in which the vacancy may occur. 


Art. 4. The Commission shall comprise an Eastern, a Western and a 
Southern department; the presidents, vice-presidents, corresponding secre 
taries and treasurers of which shall be, ex-officio, members of the Commis- 
sion. Each department shall be independent of the other so far as the 
collection of money and goods, and the selection, supervision and payment 


of teachers and agents may be concerned. 


Art. 5, The officers of the Commission shall be a president, one or more 


vice-presidents, one or more secretaries, and a treasurer. 


Art. 6. The executive committee shall consist of the officers of the Com- 
mission, and the corresponding secretaries and treasurers of the departments, 
together with eight delegates from each department; and it shall finally 
decide, subject to the revision of the commission, all questions relating to the

Art. 7. Teachers and agents shall be aceredited in the name of the Com.

Art. 8. Each department shall account to the general treasurer for al] 


moneys received and expended, and for all goods received and distributed. 


Art. 9. Contributions from Europe, the Pacific coast, and other common 
sources, shall go into the general treasury, unless otherwise directed by the 
contributors. Funds in the general treasury shall be distributed by the 


executive committee to the departments, or otherwise applied for the pyrpo-

It was further agreed to appoint a committee of three from each Commis- 
sion to bring the supposed advantages of the proposed union to the favorable 
notice of the branches. This committee was constituted by the appointment 
of Dr. Thompson, Mr. Abbott, Mr. Israel, Dr. Parrish, Judge Bond, and Mr. 
McKim, with individual authority to appoint substitutes.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF COLORED 
ScHOOLS.—This report of December embraces a very full state- 
ment of the progress and present condition of each of the 
colored schoois, with some few exceptions, in Washington, 
Alexandria, Georgetown, and othersin this region. Total num- 
ber of schools reported, 45; teachers, 100; number scholars in 
November, 9,191; in December, 5,018; average attendance in 
November, 3,690; in December, 4,23; number in alphabet, 
lwo; amthmetic, 1,999; geography, 1,171; grammar, 1158; 
writing, 1,856; higher branches, 28; needlework, 365; over 16 
years, 337; under 6 years, 208. These forty-tive scheols, with 
their hundred teachers,are seaitered throughout Washing- 
ton, Georgetown, Alexandria, and other localities within a 
dozen miles of the Capitol, and are sustained by the bonevo- 
lent labors of some twenty different organizations, cinLracing 
nearly all religious denominations. 

Nine schools which, in November, gave 5060 scholars, have 
not reported. Seven night schools have reported, giving an 
segregate of 267 pupils, and two Sabbaih schoois with 285 
pupils; and as those schools are not embraced in the blanks 
used for reports, only two are reported. 
ihe Industrial School under Mrs. Lucy Doolittle, George- 
town, reports 49 pupils; and that underthe New England 
Friends, on Thirteenth street, numbers %5 pupils. This latter- 


named school has made, during the month,.l02 garments, and

received $97 for the work. 600 garments have been distri- 
buted gratuitously, and aiso new garments, wood, and groce- 
ries, valued at $600. Miss Walker's schoolis reported elabo- 
ately, and we condense as follows: 

Miss Walker's Industrial School—This school, organized 
under the superintendence of Miss Susan Walker at Campbell 
livspital, is conducted with excellent success. * ‘The purpose 
of the school is instruction and employment for those,” says 
Miss Walker's last monthly report, “that cau find no more 
remunerative labor, or are so situated that they cannot engage 
in regular service.” Women are here taught to knit, darn, 
patch, and mend, to cut and make all needful garments, as the 
lirst object of the school. They are paid ig clothing the value of 
their work atthe endof the month. The women are required to 
teach otLers—the superintendent having no other assistance. 
The woman who hae learned tomend well or make anice button- 
hole is herself required in turn to teach another to do likewise. 
They are not generally pleased to receive instruction trom one 
another, preferring a white teacher, but are gradually getting 
rid of this fecling. The first month has been an experiment, 
made under unfavorable circumstances-—bacd accommodations, 
attended with wet and cold rooms sometimes, aud irregular 
attendance. System has been, however, taking the place of 
disorder, and the superintendent is encouraged. 

A hundred articles have been made and distributed. Ap- 
peals for aid in the enterprise have been generously answered. 
No woman is admitted into the school unless she 1s clean. 

Miss Walker makes a brief, modest, direct, and comprehen- 
sive report. 

The interesting report concludes as follows : 

All the teachers seem to be earnest and hopeful in their 
work. One writes: “1 find the children very much like white 
ones—some stupid and others bright. They are rather more 
eager to learn because it has been forbidden tothem. As a 
whole | think they are as smart as any race, and in school be- 
have as well.”’ 

The order and general character of the schools have much 
improved, ”* : * In every school, so far as my know- 
ledge extends, Christmas and the holidays were celebrated by 
gifts and festivals. At some of these festivals theliberality of 
Northern friends was very gratifying, especially at the festival 
in Miss Perkins’ school, on Capitol lil,

Those of us, the undersigned, who are citizens of Virginia, were appointed delegates 
to visit Washington, on behalf of the interest of the colored people at very large and re- 
spectable meetings of colored citizens, held respectively at Norfolk, Hampton, Old Point, 
Yorktown and Williamsburg, and those of us, the undersigned, who are citizens of the 
State of Maryland, were appointed for the same purpose at a full delegate late convention 
for the entire State of Maryland, held at the Douglass Institute, Baltimore, commencing 
the 27th of December inst.—Bishop A. W. Wayman, President, assisted by twelve Vice 
Presidents. There were one hundred and fifty-five regular appointed delegates at this 
convention from every part of the State of Maryland. 

We now most earnestly unite in a call for a preliminary meeting of ad/ delegates from 
all sections of the country appointed to represent the interest of the colored people at 
Washington, for the purposes of organization and consultation, at the Presbyterian Church, 
of which the Rev. Henry Highland Garnet is pastor, at Washington, on the 12th day of 
January, at 7 o’clock P.M. All delegates, as they arrive at Washington, will please en- 
ter their names in a book to be kept at Davis’ Hotel, No. 212 K street.

Anticipating the excitement that will nesossarily follow tho action of 
the Government with rezard to the new Freelmen’s Bill, you may feel 
somewhat embarrassed in the duties devolving upon you under the law 
and rezulations already existing. That you may act siecadily and firmly 
in any emergency, you must be prepared for any increased hostility on 
the parc of those who have so persistently hinlerel and troubled you 
and your agents, ani, it may be, an increased restlessness amongst the 
freedinen. 

The President has assured the Commissioner that he regards the pres- 
ent law as continuing the existence of the Bureau at least a year from 
this time. 

Piease ascertain and report what steps have been taken in your district, 
by the Stato anl Municipal authorities to provide for the absolutely in- 
digent ani suffering refagees an 1 froeimeon that have been, and are being 
thrown upvn the General Government for support. 

Continue to use every possible effort to find good homes for orphan 
minors who are depentont, and to reduce, by means of Employment 
Offices, any accumulations of people in the different cities and villages ; 
aiding the unemployed to find homes and places of labor. 

You have sueceeded in allaying striie, settling labor, and promoting 
educatiun in the midst of great difficulties, Continue with your utmost 
energy and ability to pursue the same course, so as to demonstrate to the 
peop'e of your district the good intentions of the Government, and the 
complete practicability of the system of free labor. 

Give a thorough inspection of every Agent for whom you are respon- 
sible. 

Immoralities, corruption, neglected duty, and incapacity, are some- 
times complainel of, against officers and agents of this Bureau. If 
either of these charges be sustained on investigation, the guilty agent 
will be at once removed, whether he ean be replaced or not. 

Thanking you, heartily, for the energy and fidelity you have thus far 
displayed, the Commissioner is pleased to express an unwavering con6- 
dence in your ability to cope with any new difficullies that may arise.
